AMHERST, Mass. (AP) - 
Abraham Lin co ln hated to be 
called “Abe,” was embarrassed 
by his lo g cabin o rig in s an d as­ 
serted in camp aig n sp eeches 
that 
blacks 
sho u ld n o t 
be 
treated as well as whites, say s 
o n e o f his bio g rap hers. 
Step hen B. Oates, a Un iv er­ 
sity o f Massachu setts histo rian , 
said the 16th p residen t was a 
g reat man , bu t n o t the ho me- 
sp u n fo lk hero imag in ed by 
mo st American s. 


Oates has sp en t sev en y ears 
researchin g Lin co ln ’s life fo r a 
n ew bio g rap hy . To day is the 
167th an n iv ersary o f Lin co ln ’s 
birth.

Oates, 
Lin co ln 
was 
g lamo rized after his assassin a­ 
tio n in a fan cifu l bio g rap hy 
written by a law asso ciate, Wil­ 
liam Hern do n . Oates said scho l­ 
ars dismissed the bio g rap hy 
y ears ag o , bu t its imag e o f Lin ­ 
co ln as a co mmo n er liv e o n . 


“Co n trary to leg en d, Lin co ln 
was an y thin g bu t a co mmo n 
m an ,” Oates said. In stead, he 
was an ambitio u s lawy er who 
p referred n o t to discu ss his lo g 
cabin childho o d an d disp arag ed 
his n early illiterate father, re­ 
fu sin g to atten d the man ’s fu ­ 
n eral. 
The p ro fesso r said that by 
middle ag e, Lin co ln was co n sid­ 
ered a wealthy man with larg e 
in v estmen ts in fin an ce an d real 
estate. 
His acq u ain tan ces called him 
“Mr. Lin co ln ,” Oates said. No 


o n e dared call him “Abe” to 
his face. 
“He lo athed the n ickn ame,” 
Oates said. “It did n o t befit a 
resp ected p ro fessio n al who had 
stru g g led hard to o v erco me the 
limitatio n s o f his fro n tier back­ 
g ro u n d.” 
Oates said an o ther mistaken 
n o tio n is that Lin co ln ’s sp eech- 
makin g co n sisted o f simp le, o f­ 
ten hu mo ro u s statemen ts o f­ 
fered in deep , rich to n es. In 
reality , he said, Lin co ln had a 
shrill, hig h-p itched v o ice an d 
was mu ch mo re effectiv e deliv ­ 
erin g elabo rate o ratio n s than 
o ff-the-cu ff q u ip s an d an ec­ 
do tes. 
Lin co ln , he said, o u g ht to be 
seen as an in ten se, bro o din g 
man , a cau tio u s p o litician who 
to o k a lo n g time to declare p u b­ 
licly that slav ery was wro n g . 
The p ro fesso r said Lin co ln 
p erso n ally disliked slav ery bu t 
that as a p o litician fro m So u th­ 
ern -o rien ted Illin o is he kep t 
tho se v iews to himself fo r 
y ears. When camp aig n o p p o ­ 
n en t Step hen Do u g las accu sed 
him o f fav o rin g racial in ter­ 
m arriag e , Lin co ln emp hatically 
den ied he believ ed in so cial 
eq u ality fo r blacks bu t was 
o n ly try in g to defen d their 
rig hts to life, liberty an d a fair 
liv eliho o d. 
Oates 
ackn o wledg ed there 
was o n e p art o f the Lin co ln leg ­ 
en d that stan ds u p — his rep u ­ 
tatio n fo r ho n esty . Ev en Lin ­ 
co ln ’s en emies co n ceded he was 
in co rru p tible.

Obstacles to peace

Cleveland industrialist 
Cyrus 
Eaton has alw ays been a kind of 
one-man “ F a ir P la y for Cuba Com­ 
m ittee,’’ urging friendship between 
the United States and the island 
country 90 m iles from Florida. 
His latest visit to Cuba, says 
Eaton, has reinforced his long-held 
conviction that “ the Am erican gi­ 
ant is m aking a grievous m istake 
in continuing to bully the tiny but 
enterprising island.” 
The net effect of U.S. opposition 
has been to stiffen Cuba’s resolve 
to succeed, he says, while cutting 
ourselves off from a source of lu c­ 
rative trade. 
This is no doubt true and m ay be 
only the most obvious of a number 
of reasons why it should be tim e to 
end the 16 -year U.S.-Cuban cold 
w ar. But there are also a number of 
obstacles in the way of re-estab­ 
lishing diplom atic and trade re la­ 
tions between our two countries, 
and not all of them are attributable 
to Am erican delight in “ bullying’’ 
Cuba. 
For one thing, while Fidel Cas­ 
tro has apparently abandoned his 
goal of exporting revolution to the 
rest of Latin Am erica, some 10,000 
Cuban troops today are serving as 
lackies of Russian im perialism in 
Angola. 
This is 
understandable, per­ 
haps. Castro is hopelessly in hock 
to the Soviet Union and the Cuban 
economy is still being subsidized 


by the Krem lin to the tune of $1 
m illion a day. Exporting cannon 
fodder to Angola (the Cubans are 
no more “ volunteers’’ than were 
the Chinese peasants who swept in­ 
to Korea in 1950) is one way he can 
pay back his benefactors. 
Eaton, in fact, would probably 
argue that if the U.S. had not been 
so mean to Castro in the late 1950s 
he never would have turned to the 
Soviets. 
Not so easily dismissed, howev­ 
er, is Cuba’s outspoken support of 
Puerto Rican nationalists. 
Castro knows as well as anyone 
else that these fanatics, who killed 
four people in a bombing in New 
York last year, represent no one 
but them selves, having been m as­ 
sively repudiated in a 1967 referen­ 
dum. He also knows that the Puerto 
Ricans could freely vote to change 
their status anytim e they wished— 
something his own people have 
never had the opportunity to do. 
Castro’s attem pts to capitalize 
on this nonexistent issue, using it to 
bait and harass the U .S. in the 
United Nations, is hardly the be­ 
havior of a man desirous of creat­ 
ing a warm relation with Am eri­ 
cans. 
Cyrus Eaton’s pacifistic heart is 
in the right place, but when it 
comes to dealing with the Commu­ 
nist world, especially Cuba, he has 
an unfortunate habit of letting his 
hopes run aw ay with his better 
judgment. 
King Coal's long reign 


King Coal is in for a long reign. 
Latest estim ate of coal resourc­ 
es of the United Stated rem aining 
in the ground as of Jan . 1, 1974 is 
more than 3.9 trillion tons, reports 
the U .S. Geological Survey. This is 
an increase of 23 per cent over 
previous estim ates and constitutes 
about one-fifth of the world’s total 
coal resources. 
Although only about 5 per cent 
of this vast tonnage is considered to 
be recoverable under present con­ 
ditions and using present methods, 
that 5 per cent—or about 198 billion 
tons—is more than 4.5 times as 
much coal as ever mined in the 
United States. 
Coal constitutes 69, per cent of 
the nation’s total estimated recov­ 
erable resources of fossil fuel, says 
the Survey, whereas petroleum 
and natural gas constitute only 7 
per cent and shale oil, which is not 
currently used as a fuel, consti­ 
tutes only 23 per cent. Yet in 1973, 
combined production of petroleum 
and gas in the United States was

But while coal is abundant and 
widespread in the U .S., our re­ 
sources do have lim its. H alf of all 
the coal ever mined has been 
mined since 1933. In the extensive­ 
ly mined Eastern fields, new areas 
containing thick beds of high-quali­ 
ty coal are becoming increasingly 
difficult to locate. 


Also, a large part of total coal 
resources consists of lignite and 
subbituminous types which yield 
less heat per unit of weight than 
does bituminous coal. Much of the 
coal is contained in thin beds and in 
deeply buried beds that can be 
mined only with great difficulty 
and expense. 
This is not to mention the se­ 
rious environm ental problems as­ 
sociated with the mining and use of 
coal. 
Even so, no other energy source 
in sight is likely to supplant our in­ 
creasing dependence upon coal in 
the foreseeable future.

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Shriver p rop osing m assive p ub lic works p rog ram 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sar­ 
gent Shriver proposes the big­ 
gest public works program 
since the New Deal to put 
unemployed Americans to work 
on “ socially useful” programs 
at a first-year cost of $5.5 bil­ 
lion. 
Except for the first two years 
of his job program, Shriver 
does not give cost figures for 
his proposals. He also does not 
say how much his proposed tax 
and regulatory reforms would 
save the government in order 
to pay for his new program. 
His 
campaign 
headquarters 
could not provide such details 
despite repeated requests. 
Shriver, seeking the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination, 
says: 
“ Because of the reduction in 
unemployment payments and 
the increase in personal income 
tax revenues that would result, 
this program, in terms of feder­ 
al revenues, would largely pay 
for itself. The huge current 
deficits are due almost wholly 
to the recession. Each one per 
cent reduction of unemploy­ 
ment cuts the government defi­ 
cit by almost $20 billion.” 
Shriver’s figure of $20 billion 
is high by most estimates, but 
economists and politicians gen­ 
erally agree that each one per 
cent drop in unemployment re­ 
duces the deficit by about $15 
billion. 
(Economists differ about the 
cost of creating public jobs, 
pointing out the nation has little 
experience at this except for 
the Depression era. Between 
1935 and 1943, the Works Prog­ 
ress Administration spent $11 
billion to put 8.5 million to 
work. 
(One economist said an an­ 
nual figure in the area of $9,000 
a job was realistic today, but 
noted that this was a gross 
cost, not reflecting increased 
taxes and lower social welfare 
payments. Other economists 
have put the net cost of a job 
at $4,000 a year. 
(Figures developed by the 
Congressional Economic and 
Budget Committee show that 
every per cent of unemploy­ 
ment above a base level of 2 to 
3 per cent costs the federal 
government $15 billion in lost 
tax revenues and social welfare 
payments.) 
The biggest plank in Shriv- 
er’s economic plan is a govern­ 
ment jobs program to put 1.6 
million people to work in the 
first year, 1.3 million the sec­ 


ond and declining numbers in 
subsequent years until reces­ 
sion is licked. There are now 
about 8 million people unem­ 
ployed. 
Shriver estimated that his 
plan would cost $5.5 billion in 
the year it took effect — about 
a $3,350 gross cost per job — 
and declining amounts in later 
years. It would be spent on jobs 
in such fields as transportation, 
health and environment. 
He did not say where the 
money would come from. But 
he claimed he could do it with 
an additional deficit of about 
$500 million if applied to the 
current budget, which is ex­ 
pected to be $76 billion in the 
red when the fiscal year ends 
June 30. 
Shriver did suggest a number 
of steps which he said would 
save the government money 
and offset the costs of his 
spending 
programs. 
Among 
these are elimination of tax ex­ 
emptions for corporations and 
wealthy individuals which, by 
federal government estimates, 
could save over $10 billion a 
year alone. 
Other economic proposals in 
Shriver’s program include: 
—Private 
employment 
in­ 
centives to supplement the pub­ 
lic works program. Shriver 
doesn’t say what that would 
cost. 
—Continuing the current $18 
billion a year tax cut and possi­ 
bly increasing it if necessary to 
boost the economy. 
—Lower interest rates and an 
expanded money supply, even 
if it means altering the tradi­ 
tionally independent status of 
the Federal Reserve Board 
which controls monetary policy. 
That would require a change in 
federal law. 
—Stockpiling of food, linked 
with increased production at 
home 
and 
internationally. 
Again, there was no cost esti­ 
mate. 
To offset the inflationary im­ 
pact of these spending pro­ 
grams and repay some of their 
costs, Shriver proposes steps 
including tax reform and wage- 
price guidelines with standby 
authority for mandatory con­ 
trols. He does not provide fig­ 
ures for how much the reforms 
would save. 
Shriver says his program 
would produce a deficit only 
marginally bigger than the 
Ford budget if applied this 
year. He claims it would cut 
the federal dificit to $41 billion 


in fiscal 1977 against the $43 
billion which Ford projects. 
But Shriver does not give fig­ 
ures to show how he could 
spend a minimum of $5.5 billion 
more without adding to taxes 
or the national deficit except 
for the hoped-for ripple effect 
on the economy. 
But he said his program was 
run through a computer model 
of the U.S. economy by Data 
Resources, Inc., of Lexington, 
Mass., a private firm. The 
computer model contained fig­ 
ures on current conditions in 
the economy and equations, 
based on conventional economic 
wisdom, on what the impact of 
certain changes would be. The 
value of using computer models 
to predict economic change is 
subject to debate among econo­ 
mists. Some say the models 
can never take into account all 
the variables in the huge Amer­ 
ican economic system. 
When Shriver’s job program, 
coupled with his easier money 
proposal, was fed into this mod­ 
el, the computer firm estimated 
that along with other antici­ 
pated changes in the economy, 
government 
expenses 
would 
rise about $20 billion. Revenues 
would increase by $32 billion 
for a net gain of $12 billion by 
1981. 
Adding the unspecified sav­ 
ings from tax reform and other 
measures, Shriver says the fed­ 
eral budget would then show a 
surplus. 
As a supplement to the public 
works program, Shriver pro­ 
poses tax incentives to private 
industry for hiring the unem­ 
ployed or for job producing in­ 
vestment. No figures were giv­ 
en for this program. 
The former Peace Corps and 
poverty war director said link­ 
ing tax cuts with reduced feder­ 
al spending as proposed by 


Ford “ would nullify the point of 
the tax cut. 
“ The purpose of the income 
tax cut is to give the people 
money to spend, so that there 
will be purchasing power and 
in turn, jobs,” he said, “ If at 
the same time you cut spend­ 
ing, you are nullifying what you 
did by cutting the taxes. 
“ Some federal spending can 
be 
mitigated or 
checked,” 
Shriver said, “ but the only way 
to eliminate federal deficits is 
not primarily through checking 
federal spending but through 
increasing income. 
“ The huge deficits, the un­ 
precedented peacetime deficits 
run up by Nixon and Ford were 
caused by their throwing people 
out of work and forcing them 
onto welfare and unemploy­ 
ment compensation,” Shriver 
said. “ What they have done by 
their economic policies is to 
shut down maybe 30 per cent of 
the entire manufacturing ca­ 
pacity of America, put out of 
work anywhere from 8 to 10 
million men and women. 
“ And when you do that you 
decrease the income of the fed­ 
eral government and at the 
same time you increase the ex­ 
penditure because all those 
people then go onto unemploy­ 
ment compensation and wel­ 
fare.” 
Shriver said his approach 
would be full employment with 
safeguards against inflation. 
First among these is a system 
of wage and price regulation. 
The process would begin with 
guidelines and largely volun­ 
tary or persuaive enforcement, 
“ you might say jawboning,” he 
said. But to back it up he would 
ask standby authority for the 
president to impose mandatory 
wage and price controls. 
He said “ there need be no 
rigid rules” and conditions at

the time would determine what 
would trigger controls. 
Shriver also called for short­ 
er terms for members of the 
Federal Reserve Board, who 
are appointed for 14 years. He 
would have the term of the 
chairman end with the term of 
the president to allow a new 
president to appoint a new 
chairman. 
He said the board should in­ 
clude representatives of all ma­ 
jor sectors of the economy and 
of women and minorities. 
Shriver supports “ closing the 
loopholes in the corporate tax 
system.” 
He proposed elimination “ of 
devices that permit large cor­ 
porations to circumvent taxes 
— mineral depletion allow­ 
ances, current deduction of in­ 
tangible drilling costs and mine 
exploration and development 
costs, accelerated depreciation 
and the special benefits given 
domestic international sales 
corporations. 
“ And the tax deferral of most 
overseas income should be re­ 


placed with a system of current 
taxation of such income,” he 
said. 
Shriver did not say how much 
he expected to save through 
these adjustments, but the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget 
says the tax exemptions and 
concessions he wants to elimi­ 
nate amount to as much as $4.5 
billion a year in tax loss. 
He also said the special rate 
for capital gains should be re­ 
duced. This accounts for $6 bil­ 
lion a year. And he said state 
and local government should be 
given the option of issuing tax­ 
able bonds. 
“ The tax rip-offs which en­ 
able wealthy doctors, lawyers, 
Wall Street brokers and other 
high income individuals to shel­ 
ter themselves from the impact 
of federal income tax by in­ 
vesting in luxury apartments, 
cattle, oil and gas drilling and 
professional sports must be 
eliminated,” he said. 
Calling for “ elimination of 
excessive government,” Shri­ 
ver said he means principally 


the role of federal regulatory 
agencies in setting minimum 
prices and keeping newcomers 
out of regulated industries. 
“ It is time to put government 
on the side of the consumer and 
not the industries it is supposed 
to police,” he said. 
Specifically, Shriver said he 
would propose legislation to 
strip the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of powers to set 
minimum prices. He would 
eliminate ICC power to prevent 
new entries into the trans­ 


portation industry and would 
abolish ICC service regulations. 
He said this could save con­ 
sumers $8 billion a year, but he 
did not detail how. 
The Justice Department says 
that as much as $12 billion 
could be saved if all federal 
regulations, including trans­ 
portation, were cut back and 
competition allowed to operate. 
It 
claims 
regulated 
firms 
charge about 10 per cent more 
than they would if they faced 
normal competitive pressures.

U.S. another gold in speed skating 


IN N SBRU CK (A P) - Peter 
Mueller, the 21-year-old speed­ 
skating 
whiz 
from 
Mequon, 
Wis., gave the United States its 
second gold m edal of the 12th 
Winter Olympic G am es today, 
flashing to victory in the 1,000 
m eters in course record time. 
And, for the second time in 
these G am es, a doping charge 
su rfa ce d 
a s 
the 
C zech­ 
oslovakian hockey team saw its 
victory over Poland erased. 
Czech team captain Frantisek 
Pospisol failed a urine test 
after taking codeine, a forbid­ 
den drug, to com bat the flu epi­ 
dem ic which has swept through 
the Olympic Village. Pospisol 
w as allowed to continue in the 
competition but the Czech team 
physician w as barred from the 
rest of these G am es. 
“ The flu epidem ic cannot be 
used an excuse for breaking the 
ru les,” said Prince Alexandre 
de Merode, president of the In­ 
ternational 
Olympic 
Com- 
mittee.’s m edical com m ission. 
R u ssia’s Galina Kulakova lost 
her bronze in cross country ski­ 
ing after taking Ephedrine to 
com bat a cold. 
M ueller w as delighted with 
his victory in the 1,000. 
“ Right now, while it’s over, 


I’m pretty happy,” said Muel­ 
ler. “ When I w as skating, I 
thought it w as too slow, but I 
gave it everything I had in the 
last 200 m eters. I didn’t think I 
would win but when I saw that 
the track w as so slow I had 
new hope.” 
M ueller barreled around the 
icy speedw ay in 1 minute 19 .32 
seconds to beat out Jorn Didr- 
iksen of Norway and Valery 
M uratov of the Soviet Union. It 
w as the ninth m edal for the 
United States here, surpassing 
the Am erican total four years 
ago at Sapporo, and lifted the 
United States within three m ed­ 
als of its all-time high of 12 col­ 
lected at Lake Placid, N .Y ., in 
19 32. 
And there are m ore to come. 
U.S. figure-skating queen Doro­ 
thy Hamill of R iverside, Conn., 
ap pears to have a lock on the 
gold in her specialty, to be de­ 
cided Friday. The Am erican 
hockey team hoped to close 
within one gam e of a bronze 
with a victory over Poland lat­ 
er today. 
The strong U.S. speed-skating 
contingent goes after m ore glo­ 
ry Friday in the 1,500-meter 
event. Skier Cindy Nelson, a 
bronze m edalist in the downhill,

has a shot for a m edal in the 
giant slalom Friday and Bill 
Koch, a su rprise silver m edal­ 
ist in the 30-kilometer cro ss­ 
country ski Thursday, is en­ 
tered in the 50-kilometer event 
Saturday.

Powless resigns as Badger coach 


MADISON, Wis. (A P) — John 
Powless, a compromise choice 
as head coach eight years ago, 
has surrendered his futile fight 
to shake University of Wiscon­ 
sin basketball’s losing tradition, 
and the search for a successor 
is underway. 
Powless, who recently had 
vowed he never would quit, told 
his 
players 
after 
practice 
Wednesday he was doing just 
that. He then told Athletic Di­ 
rector Elroy Hirsch, who said, 
“ I suppose he saw the hand­ 
writing on the wall.” 
Powless was named head 
coach April 28, 1968, to succeed 
John Erickson, who had resign­ 
ed as to become general man­ 
ager of the newly formed M il­ 
waukee Bucks. The athletic 
board first decided to hire 
Army’s Bobby Knight, now 
coach of nattionally top ranked 
Indiana, but Knight became an­ 
gered and withdrew when word 
of his selection leaked out prior 
to formal announcement. 
Powless’ resignation is effec­ 
tive at the end of the season, 
and Hirsch said the new coach 
would be allowed to name his 
own assistant coaches. Powless’ 


assistants are Dave Vander 
MTulen and Lamont Weaver. 
Powless’ 
record 
as 
head 
coach is 86 victories and 104 de­ 
feats. His current team won its 
first five games against inferior 
competition, but has lost its 
last 10, all in the Big Ten, and 
is 8-12. 
As criticism had mounted 
with the defeats, Hirsch had 
said he would decide after the 
season whether to renew Pow­ 
less’ two year contract, which 
is to expire July 1. 
The UW Sports News Service 
announced the resignation in a 
five paragraph news release, 
which quoted Powless’ letter to 
Hirsch: 
“ With total respect to the 
players, staff and program, and 
pressures of the existing losses 
to performance, I am Submitt­ 
ing my resignation as head bas­ 
ketball coach. University of 
Wisconsin, effective the end of 
the present term,” it said. 
“ Hopefully, this will allow the 
players to perform with less 
pressures during the remaining 
games.” 
Powless, 43, was unavailable 
for comment Wednesday night 


after 
apparently 
having 
changed his unlisted home tele­ 
phone number. 
Hirsch praised Powless’ “ en­ 
thusiasm, dedication and inter- 
grity.” 
All he had in mind was what 
was best for the program,” 
Hirsch said. “ I’ve got to ad­ 
mire him for the stand he took 
today. When a man loses 10 
games in a row, he feels it’s 
futile and realizes the program 


is going to be hurt if we can’t 
start a search for a new coach 
right now.” 


One o i the first names in the 
rumor m ill was that of Bucks’ 
scout Tom Nissalke, a Madison 
resident and former coach of 
the defunct Utah Stars of the 
American Basketball .Associ­ 
ation, Nissalke was said to be 
out of the state on a scouting 
trip until Friday. 


Donahue fakes UCLA reins 


LOS AN G ELES (AP) — Ter­ 
ry Donahue, like Dick Vermeil, 
is young, personable, and more 
than a little gung-ho about foot­ 
ball. 
If Donahue, named UCLA's 
new football coach Wednesday, 
can emulate Vermeil in another 
way — success on the football 
field — the Bruin job may be 
locked up for a long time. 
An assistant under Vermeil 
the past two seasons, Donahue 
is just 31 years old, and, if he 
likes the job and UCLA likes 
him, he could be around for 
awhile. 
Donahue becomes the 14th 


head coach in UCLA’s 57 years 
of football after Verm eil’s an­ 
nouncement Sunday that he 
was going to coach the Phila­ 
delphia Eagles. 
A defensive tackle for the 
Bruins in 1965-66, Donahue got 
a quick start on his coaching 
career, joining Pepper Rod­ 
gers’ Kansas staff immediately 
after leaving UCLA. 
At 23, he became one of the 
youngest major college assist­ 
ant coaches in the country. And 
his appointment to the UCLA 
post makes him one of the 
youngest head coaches in ma­ 
jor college ranks.
